SEC Recommends 

At the same time as he announ- 
ced the results of the survey, 
Echenberg explained the recom- 
mendations of the Students' Socie- 
ty to the Royal Commission, based 
on the information made available 
by this survey. He said that the 
Students' Society has three main 
recommendations. First of all, it 
is fell that "increased financial re- 
sources must be made available to 
students, with particular emphasis 
on long-term, low-interest bearing 
loans. Although this is a vital ne- 
cessity, on its own it is far from 
sufficient. Most important, the Pro- 
vincial Government must underta- 
ke an intensive program designed 
to inculcate the citizens of Quel)ec 
with a full appreciation of the va- 
lue of a high education in general, 
and of the status of the student in 
society in particular." 

As a corollary to the above two 
recommendations, "it is suggested 
that university facilities be more 
fully utilized by both the student 
and the public", and that the uni- 
versity be made the cultural centre 
of the community.

Some at $2.00 are 
available now. The train will 
leave at about 8:30 am Saturday, 
and be back in Montreal around 
10:30 pm. Complete and final 
details will be published in the 
press tomorrow. 
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An Important Step 

The first student society press conference of this 
year was held yesterday by the Students' Executive 
Council for representatives of the press, radio, and 
television. The news conference was called by the 
. president of the Students' Society to first, Introduce the 
council members, and explain the operations of student 
government ; secondly to announce that demolition of 
the new union site would begin today ; third to report 
that an SEC committee has been set up to investigate

Montreal's Election 

A Report By Sidney Margies

political scene for a number of 
years. 

M 0 n t r c a I's politicians ttiis 
week arc in the midst of a bitter 
campaign tliat terminates with 
tlic civic election on Sunday. 

There are four candidates for 
the mayoralty and 146 for the" 
45 council seats, so obviously, 
there will be many disappointed 
persons this time next week. 

For the first time in Montreal's 
history, the contest for the posi- 
tion in the municipal field is 
being fought on a party system. 

There are three municipal par- 
ties — The Civic Party of Mont- 
real, the Citizens Party of Mont- 
real, and the Civic Action Lea- 
gue. As well, there arc indepen- 
dents seeking election on their 
own. 

Mayor Jean Drapeau — who 
more than likely will be re-elect- 
ed to his second consecutive and 
what is his third term as chief 
magistrate— leads the Civic Par- 
ty. 

Civic Party 

The Civic Parly had 45 of the 
66 council seats in the outgoing 
administration, and thus control- 
led council during the past two 

. years. Members of Mr. Drapeau's 
party are optimistic and expect 
a sweep on Sunday. 

Former Mayor Senator Sarto 
Foumier Is the figure-head for 
the Citizens Party, with the main 
force of the group coming from 
four politicians, Charles Cam- 
peau, one-time city planning di- 
rector and Member of Parlia- 
ment; Luden Crotcau, former 
Leader of Council; Alfred Ga- 
gliardi, one-time member of the 
Executive Committee at City 
Ilall; and Rolland Savignac, a po- 
pular veteran councillor. 

This group has gathered, toge- 
ther, many former members -.of 
(he defunct Greater Montreal 
Rally which failed miserably in 
the 1960 election, along with so- 

. me independents who have deci- 
ded that working with a party is 
the only way to get elected. 

. Oldest Party 

The^^Ôui& iriajor grouping is 
the Clvic>Àction League; > ■ 

• This' body^hu.'ncisted; for 12 
yearîs, and became active In the 
mtinicipal political field In the 
1054 election when it saw its ho- 

• nourary president, Jean Drapeau, 
swept into office along with ma- 
ny of its members. 

In 1957, the citizens rejected 
both Mr. Drapeau and most .of 
the CAJL candidates, while in 
the last election, In 1060, the po- 
pulation turned completely a- 
. \ gainst the League, which failed 
:to elect a single member to offi- 
ce. Its mayoralty candidate this 
year is an architect. Colonel Paul 
Lambert 

It may be recalled that Mayor 
Drapeau was an active member 
of this party, but split with It 
following differences with the 
president, Pierre Desmarais, a 
former member of the Executive 
Committee. 

It was as a result of this break 
with the C.A.L. that the Civic 
Party was formed on the eve of 
the 1960 election. 

Important Group 

The Independents — mostly In 
the city's west end — constitute 
an important block, with many 
of them expected to be re^îlccted, 
they may very well hold the ba- 
, lance of po%yer in the next city 
council. 

The opening guns have been 
fired by the three parties. The 



"ins", the Civic Party, is basing 
its c a m p a i g n on accomplish- 
menu. The "outs", the Citizens 
Party and the Civic 'Action Lea- 
gue, are mainly attacking the ad- 
ministration and saying what 
they could do if in power. 

But the major portion of the 
campaigning takes place this 
week, and by Sunday, the propa- 
ganda machines will have ground 
' out much food for thought. 

Revised Map 

Montrcalers — and there are 
349 thousand eligible voter s— 
will be asked to cast their ballots 
under a revised electoral map. 

A voter will select one from 
among the mayoralty candidates, 
and will vote for one man in each 
of three seats of his district. 

An elector is a taxpayer, and 
It is for this reason A that |most 
Montrealers actually ^don't . vote. 
It is usually the head of the hou- 
sehold who has the right to ex- 
press his opinion. 

To complicate matters, there 
will be two référendums on elec- 
tion day. One is on the subject of 
the council term of office and the 
other deals with a voter's identi- 
fication card. 

For City Clerk Gabrtel Morin, 
who Is the Chief Retumbig Offi- 



cer, the tabulation of results is 
the least of his problems, with 
his authority stretching over the 
entire election, from the esta- 
blishing of locations for polls to 
the hiring of nearly 4 thousand 
persons for work on the election 
day. 

As mentioned earlier, this Is a 
history-making election because 
of the party system, but this Is 
also the first time In Montreal 
that a woman has sought the 
chief magistrate's post. 

Two Firsts 

Miss Louise Parent— at this ti- 
me—is still opposing, the three 
party men, and while few if any 
think she will be elected,-no one 
will deny that'she should muster 
several thousand votes. 

Another first is being marked 
In the election day itself— Sun- 
day. Never before in Montreal 
has the population been asked to 
-cast a ballot on the Lord's Day.

All too often, some of the gehuinel/ outstanding ploys in a 
football gome ore pasted over in the press. Likewise, some of the 
men who have mode important- contributions to the effort go'tin* 
mentioned. The delimiting factors are usually space and continuity 
but of course, this doesn't exonerate the situation. Herewith we 
present some of Saturday's names and situations that merit reco- 
gnition. ^ 

The First Quarter 

Jim Young, Queen's hard running, very fast fullback takes 
a swing pass on the Queen's 40. The blocks nrtow down the. Red- 
men • and one man is left standing— defensive halfback Steve 
Longstaff. Young is 20 pounds heavier than Longstaff and perhops 
somewhat foster. Longstaff knocks the Gaels rookie out of bounds 
on the McGill 45, closing off the path lb smooth sailing down the 
sideline. 

Connor goes back to pass on the Queen's 43. AI MacKenzie 
wracks htm up ond recovers a fumble on the Queen's 29. this 
ploy is exemplary of the tough time MacKenzie, Zeiko, Blair, Fel- 
dler and company gave the highly touted Connor all afternoon. 

The Second Quarter 

It's a second-and-lhree situation on the Queen's 33. Connor 
flips a swing pass to Edv/ards and the blocking starts to form. 
Gavin Wylile, playing his first gome at the corner /or the Redmen 
fights off his block and puts the clamps on Edwards to dish out d 
four-yard loss. 

Don Taylor runs a pattern, looks in ond snores a Skypeck 
bullet with one honcL Might we add that he was falling at the 
time, away from the direction of the ball. 

Jim Young Is picking up speed as he hits a good size hole 
in the line. Dick Feldler's forearm finds the mark on Young's shin 
and topples the fullback like a ten-pin. 

The Second Half 

On a second-and-nine effort, Ritchie snares a swing pass 
from Connor. He takes a step or two forward and is ground into 
the dirt by Feidler who has jumped over a block and has come 10 
yords laterally to make the tackle. 

Connor throws a swing pass to Young on a second-and-six 
effort from midfield. Wyllie, playing a tight defence cuts Young 
down for a one-yard loss and forces the punt. 

From the McGill 43, Connor throws to Ritchie. The halfback 
bobbles the poorly thrown pass and before he can gel another 
stab at it; rookie linebacker Sal Lovecchio takes his feel out from 
under him to break up the ploy.. 

On a firsf-ond-fon from the Redmen 29, Connor looks for 
Sirman. The throw is picked off on a fine interception by Fraser 
Allan to stymie a Gaels threat. 

Monteith Brecd^s Out 

This has been a difficult season for Ian Monteith. The big 
fullback came to training camp with a starting job at fullback 
pretty well sewn up;^pjen came Leon Abbott and all of a sudden 
the 1961 starter was; collecting splinters on the bench. 

Abbott was forced. into playing a corner. when injuries and 
the depth problem befell the Redmen. Monteith got little or no 
opportunity to show his stuff against the Varsity Blues. On Satur- 
day, Skypeck gave Monteith his chance. 

The Toronto product reacted as though he hod just been 
released from solitary confinement. He used his rock solid 205 
pounds to batter his way through the middle of the line for big 
chunks of real estate. In one instance he turned a would-be routi- 
ne gain Into a 21 -yard advance by bashing his way through three 
potential lacklers. 

He also showed the 7,000 fans some dash in the open field 
fighting off defenders with rugged straight arms. On the first 
ploy from scrimmage in the second half, he sprinted, shifted and 
powered his way.for 57 yards for the game's outstanding single 
effort along the ground.
